Some run into more 
buſineſs then is indeed needful, bury themſelves 
in Worldly Affairs more then their Callings 
require, and fo are drawn to omit or ſhorten 
Prayer, or are filled with wandring 1 
vk are very cold and dull in the Duty. 
Beware then of engaging in Buſineſs, more 
then your Calling requires, for this will — 4 
hinder livelineſs in Prayer. Our proper Cal. 
lings through our Infirmity, furniſh too much 
wWandring of our Thoughts. And unneceſſary 
buſineſs muſt bring in more of that evil. 
5. Yielding to Paſſion, will be an hinder» 


ance to Prayer. We had need be much com- 
poſed, and not in any ruffle or diſorder, when 


we Pray. Breaking into Wrath, and flying 
into anger is no good frame for Prayer. And 
therefore be meek, patient and moderate that 
pour Prayers be not hindred. A calm Mind 
z an help to real ſerious Devotion. And the 
cContrary is a ſtop to the Freedom andJoy of the 
* Soul in Prayer. 

6. Running into too much of Controverſis 
in Religion, hinders Prayer. Much diſputing, 
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| Head; but ſtarveth the Heart, and brings 
coldneſs, and promotes wandrings in Prayer. 
Ex hortations and Reproofs, and the open- 
ing of Divine Truths, diſpoſe to enlargment 
and ſervour in Prayer, but Diſputations ſurely 
hinder our Affections. i 
7. Indulging too much even of lawful _ 
Pleaſures, hinders Prayer. Some having Con- 
{cience awake, dare not meddle with any ſin- 
ful Pleaſures of Riot and Diſorder, but they 
are immoderate in lawful Pleaſures, and 
- ſpend much precious Time in Recreations. 
And they are hindred in Prayer. Their 
| Hearts are dulled by their immoderate Plea- 
| ſures. And in Prayer, they are either contri- 
ving for new Pleaſures, or reflecting on them 
that were lately enjoyed. This indulging 
too much to Pleaſures, abaſes a lively ſenſe of 
God, and makes,unwilling to pray and weary - 
in that Duty, and turns it into a Task, and 
prevents delighting in it. Scarce any one 
thing is more a hindrance to Prayer. Of te 
Two it is rather more hindring, then a multi- 
tude of buſineſs. Be ſparing then in Pleaſures 
and Recreations. Our timeof Life is too 
| ſhort togive much of it to Pleaſures. Mode- 
fate 7 little Recreation, and much De- 
Lotion become Chriſtians. The indulgin 2 2 
Pleaſure, is generally the Cuſtom and ſnare of © 
Youth. And I ſolemnly admoniſh young Per- 
ſons to ſhun it, as they would, be found in a 
ſerioully praying Generation. — - |
